PATENT CLAIMS 



1. Use of glucocorticoid receptor antagonists with a relative binding affinity for the 
glucocorticoid receptor bond between 85% and 155% of that of dexamethasone and with a relative 
binding affinity for the progesterone receptor bond between 1% and 1 1% of that of progesterone or 
with a 14-fold to 150-fold dissociation between the two receptor types, for the production of a drug 
for the prophylaxis and therapy of glucocorticoid-mediated hypogonadism, sexual dysfunctions 
and/or infertility. \
